Hoyt H. Wheeler of Brattleboro, Republican; 
District Judge; born in Chesterfield, N. H., August 
30, 1833; received an academical education at Chester- 
field Academy and Newfane, Vt. ; read law with the 
Hon. Chas. K. Field, then of Newfane, and with 
Bradley & Kellogg of Brattleboro; was admitted to the 
bar of Windham County in 1859, and located in Ja- 
maica the same year. He represented Jamaica in 1867, 
and was a Senator from Windham County in 1868 and 
1869; in the latter year he was elected a Judge of the 
Supreme Court, which position he continuously occu- 
pied until March 31, 1877, when he resigned, having 
been appointed bv President Hayes judge for the dis- 
trict of Vermont; removed to Brattleboro in 1884. 
Religious preference, Congregationalist. 
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James Loren Martin of Brattleboro, Republican ; 
District Attorney: born in Landgrove, September 13, 
1846. He is lawyer, and located in town in 1883; was 
educated in the schools of Londonderry, Vt, and Mar- 
low, N. H , and graduated from the Albany Law 
School in 1869; a member of the General Assembly 
from Londonderry in 1874, '76, '78, '80, '82 and from 
Brattleboro in '92.

United States Marshal ; was born in Newbury, 
January 16, 1852; is a retired merchant; was 
educated at Old Newbury Seminary ; was a mem- 
ber of the Senate in 1894 and served on the 
committees on education, railroads, and State prison 
and house of correction; has held the offices of school 
director, lister for five years, superintendent of schools 
for twenty years, and was State fish and game com- 
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missioner from 1894 to 1900; he is a trustee of the 
Citizens" Savings Bank and Trust Company of St. 
Johnsbury; has been member of the Republican State 
committee from Orange county ; member of the House 
in 1902. Religious preference, Methodist. 

Olin Merrill of Enosbuug, Republican ; Collector 
of Customs for the District of Vermont; born in Plain- 
field, March 11, 1854; occupation, a manufacturer; 
located in town in 1873; educated at the Vermont 
Methodist Seminary; was a member of the House of 
Representatives in 1890 and of the Senate in 1892; 
was second assistant clerk of the House in 1878 and 
1880, and first assistant in 1882; was appointed rail- 
road commissioner in 1894 and made chairman, re- 
signing in August, 1897, and was soon after appointed 
collector; was a member of the Republican State com- 
mittee for many years and its chairman for several 
years prior to 189S.

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affairs; Lieutenant Governor 1894-96; appointed Col- 
lector of Customs in 1897.

Hugh Henry of Chester, Republican; born in 
Chester, Vt, March 21, 1838; profession, a lawyer, and 
located in town in 1863; was educated at Chester, Vi,, 
and Deerfield Academies; w^s second lieutenant of 
Company I, Sixteenth Vermont Regiment, War of the 
Rebellion ; member of the House in 1870, 1872, 1874, 
1876 and 1884, and of the Senate in 1880; appointed 
pension agent by President McKinley in 1898.

John W. Rowell of Randolph, Republican; Chief 
Judge ; born in Lebanon, N. H., June 9, 1835, located 
in Randolph in 1856; educated in the common schools 
and West Randolph Academy; read law and was ad- 
mitted to the bar of Orange County in 1858; was 
State's attorney for Orange County in 1862 and 1863; 
he represented the town of Randolph in 1861 and 
1862 and was Senator from that county in 1874; was 
elected reporter of the decisions of the Supreme Court 
in 1872, and held the office by continuous elections 
and appointment till December, 1880, when he de- 
clined another appointment ; was appointed Sixth 
Associate Judge of Supreme Court by Governor 
Farnham, receiving his commission J muary 11, 1882 ;

Instruction is given in the University in Four Departments, viz: 

THE DEPARTMENT OF ARTS, 

THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE, 

THE DEPARTMENT OE APPLIED SCIENCE, 
THE DEPARTMENT OF MEDICINE. 

The first of these comprises the usual Academic Course in Lan- 
guages. Mathematics, Physical Sciences, Mental, Moral and Political 
Phil sophy, Rhetoric, Literature and History. Th» course is partly 
required and partly elective. 

The second is subdivided into courses in Chemistry; Civil, Me- 
chanical and Electrical Engineering. A course in- "Commerce and 
Economics" prepares for a business career. 

The University includes the "'State Agricultural College," having 
the benefit of the Morrill Fund in aid of Agriculture and the Mechanic 
Arts, and also the ' 'Hatch Experiment Station" Fund. Students are 
received in this department without payment of tuition or laboratory 
charges. A winter course is arranged to meet the needs of those who 
cannot leave the farm at other times. Free room-rent is also offered 
to Agricultural students. 

The course in Medicine embraces the subjects usually taught in 
American Medical Colleges. 

The University has a Military Department, which is under the 
charge of a United States officer, a graduate of West-Point. 

Candidates will be admitted to the Academic Department without 
examination if they bring certificates from reputable Preparatory 
Schools, whose course of study fully meets the requirements for ad- 
mission, but students so admitted are on pro bat® n during the first 
term. 

All the courses in the Collegiate Departments are open to young 
women upon the same conditions as to young men. The young women 
are required to room and board in private families approved by the 
faculty. 

A number of scholarships, cancelling tuition, have been established 
for the benefit of young men and young ^ omen of limited means. 

The University enjoys unusual facilities for securing employment 
for students in the Engineering Department, both during the course 
and after its completion. 

The "Billings Library" contains the University Library and 
special collections aggregating 70,' 00 volumes. The Reading-room is 
supplied with the leading scientific and literary journals, American 
and Europeon.
